Problem 


1. To accomplish ite Wission, OFC requires a constant 
flow of datellizence information adaptable for use in 
psychological warfare. To date, this material ia not being 
received in OPC either in quantity or in quality suitaele 
for OPC requirenents. 


Discussion 


1. The overt collection of dntelligance infermtion 
external to the United States is vested in the United 
States Araad Forces and tha Department of State with the 
responsibility of each agency delineated under NSCID=2, 


2, NSCID-2 defines tie areas of collection responeibi Lit: 
of the Argy, Navy, Aix Force: thua the Lepartment of State 
is charged with collection of political, cultural an: 
sociological intellizence; Aray, military intelligen:e; 

Navy, naval intelligance; and the Air Yorce, air intelidrense, 
Each agency, in accordance with its respective needs, is 


give precedence to that intellirence which is of prinary 
interest to its om cepartment and will give only setoncur - 
priority to watters of specific interest to C14 and/or G}4, 
From the OPC point of View, OPC operations are largely 
unrelated to matters in which other collection agencies 
are interested, 


3. Each of the Attaches and Foreign Service Officers 
are equipped with a voluminous series of standing req: dire- 
ments which are supplauented from time to tine by ad hos 
requiraxents emanating frow the office of origin, CIA 
and/or OPC have asked for very little intelligence that is 
not available overtly for the asking te an officer locatai 
in a given area, However, agency requirements are £0 
voluminous that frequently cia requirements are lost in 
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i. O88 Field Reporting Quides are intended to define 
United States Governaent requiresentse. However, they are 
voluminous, untimely, largely inapplicable to OFC require- 
ments and are not yet in the hands of field collectors. 


§. O80, charged only with the covert sollection of 
intelligence and with its mission of espionage and ecountor- 
espionage, does not have the personnel to satisfy OFC's 
requirenents for overt intelligence,

Conclusion 


1. OPC requirexents for intelligence, including psychologic iL 
warfare intellizence, are currently not: being act by the evert 
collection facilities of the United States Gevernzent. 


2. CIA requiresenta and especially those of OPC should be 
streamlined, frequently revised, anc given the highest prierity 
din order that tois office may acoomplish its mission. 


3, Intelligence information useful to OPC is available in 
the field but has not been reported, especially it is believed 
that material useful for character assassination purposas is 
available but has not been reported. 


. Recommendations 


Le. That action be taken to insure that OP requirements 
fer the overt collection of cperational intelligence receivs 
priority treatment from the field. 


2. Trat the present overt collection structure as envisage 
by NSCID-2 is not adequate to satisfy the requirenente of Ort, 
and that mneideration be given to one of the following proceaw 3s: 


a. Increase the Attaches and Foreign Service Offi.cere in 
key posts with a view to servicing OPC requiresents. 


b. Gharge 0 with the responsibility for overt foreig: 
collection in satisfaction of OPC requirementa for operatia: al 
intelligence,

group for the purpose of immediately exploiting intelliguace 
known to exist worldwide of value te OPC, 


d. Sstablish a separate office within OPC, responsit:.< 


for the field coordination and collection of intelli zence
